Washington, April 6.—That tho presi­ 
dent’s message will go to congress to­ 
day Is the best Information obtainable 
In Washington at this time, though the 
kaleidoscope of international events ap> 
pears to be moving so rapidly at M drid 
as to make possible some new and pos­ 
sibly remarkable change in the aspect 
of afiairs that will prevent this state­ 
ment holding good. 
'fhe mes'sage is 
ready, makes about 7,000 words, and has 
been approved Ly the cabinet. It rec( m- 
mends armed Intervention (but so far 
as known without stating that this 
hhould be Immediate) by the United 
l>tates to prevent hostilities, and succor 
for the starving people. It makes an ar­ 
gument against recognition 
of Inde­ 
pendence at this time, and leaves it 
clear that in the opinion of the admin­ 
istration it is the duty of this govern­ 
ment to supervise the affairs of the isl­ 
and until, in the light of fuller and lat­ 
er knowledge, a stable government can 
be established. 


Trouble for III« W iir M«n. 


At the Capitol a tremendous eftort 
was made to have congress support tho 
outlined policy of the president. A gen­ 
eral belief was expressed when the 
house adjourned that a majority of the 
house committee on foreign affairs was 
ready to support McKinley’s plan, and 
the Impression prevailed that a resolu­ 
tion In line with the recommendations 
of the president would be reported from 
the committee. There is a great deal 
of uncertainty regarding the senate 
committee. 
An important conference 
of conservative senators was held dur­ 
ing the day, when It was determined 
that In case the foreign relations com­ 
mittee did not report In accordance with 
the president's recommendations there 
would be a long debate upon the resolu­ 
tion reported and unanimous action by 
the senate could not be expected. 


An to III« l*ro|io«eil MedlMtlon. 
Yesterday was prolific -of reports of 
mediation on the part of European pow­ 
ers, but a summary of all the news on 
this point is that the powers of Europe 
cannot agree, and that their Interfer­ 
ence would be unacceptable to the gov­ 
ernment of the United States. 
The 
safety of General Lee, our consuls, and 
other Americans in Cuba Is a matter of 
concern to the state department, but 
advices from General Lee apparently 
showed ..that he did not share fully In 
the apprehension felt here. Through­ 
out the day unusual activity was mani­ 
fest at the foreign embassies and lega­ 
tions representing the great powers of 
Europe. The foreign officials were kept 
fully advised from the foreign ofilces', 
and it was expected that a concerted 
movement w'ould be made almost any 
moment. 


U i|ilom «t« H old Confnreno«». 


About midday the British ambassador 
went to the French embassy and con­ 
ferred with M. Cambon on the situation, 
and shortly after Count Vlncl was at 
the British embassy. Again at 5 o’clock 
It was understood that the French am­ 
bassador and Austrian minister con­ 
ferred with Sir Julian at the British 
embassy. 
But while conferences were 
thus going on and apprehension w'as 
keen over an anticipated move it could 
not be learned up to a late hour that 
any actual offer of mediation had 
eventuated. It certainly had not been 
made up to the close of office hours at 
the state department. The German am­ 
bassador, Dr. von Holleben, appeared 
to be the only one not actively partici­ 
pating in the conferences. 


Too I<Mt« for an Armistfc*. 


Accompanying the diplomatic com­ 
ment was an undercurrent of sugges­ 
tion that developments In Cuba were 
not unlooked for. and that the pressure 
of the powers and the pope on Spain 
might yet bring about an armistice in 
w'hich both Spanish troops and Insur­ 
gents would participate. Viewed from 
the official standpoint here the time for 
that has gone by, and there Is little like­ 
lihood tha tthe Insurgents could be In­ 
duced to lay down their arms even for 
a time. The Spanish minister did not 
take part in any o fthe diplomatic con­ 
ferences.

She 
grasped her baby and ran for the un­ 
broken part of the dike, but a few feet 
away. 
Before t?he could reach It the 
water was knee deep and she was 
thrown to the ground and would In­ 
fallibly have been drowned but for her 
husband, who followed her closely and 
succeeded In getting her upon the un­ 
broken part of the embankment. 


CnuMi uffth* Bmuk In th» Dam. 


The break in the dam has widened to 
a gap of 150 yards. It is said by those 
who witnessed its first giving away that 
the disaster was caused by quicksand 
upon which ita foundations rested. The 
first sign of the disaster waa a sudden 
whirlpool about fifteen feet north of the 
dam. as though the bottom had fallen 
out of the river. The water rushing Into 
this hole proved too much for the quick­ 
sand under the dam. and It went down. 
All witnesses agree that the dam sank 
toward the bottom of the river and was 
not carried Inward by the rush off the 
water.

There 
are three more carloads of relief sup­ 
plies at the water's edge, and the work 
of transporting them across the mllo 
of backwater bayou has begun. Among 
the supplies were five long boats, which 
were at once put Into service in place of 
the rudely-constructed scows first util 
ized. 


The relief committee at this place has 
gathered up all the teams and wagons 
in this vicinity and organize a wagon 
train to Shawneetown. four miles dia 
tant; as fast as supplies are received by 
boat they are loaded into the wagons 
and taken ahead. Monday the supplies 
were taken on down to Shawneetq^'n 
by boat. This method of transportation 
was very dangerous, owing to a heavy 
current near Shawneetown, together 
with the roughness of the water; con­ 
sequently the water course has been 
abandoned. 


The property loss, to say nothing of 
the damage to the levee and crops, will 
reach $500.000. Property in two blocks 
on both sides of Mill street Is utterly 
ruined and the damage to goods is

many of them are thus sold on a guar* 
an tee—that is, the buyers can return 
what they do not sell—a pretty «afo 
buHincKS lor the buyer. When the goods 
fail to move at a stipulated price, tbe 
sellers are notified that a certain quan­ 
tity will be returned. Theu new nego­ 
tiations begin. 


If they are in jobbers’ bands and the 
quantity is large, a drive may bo ar 
ranged for; it not large enough for this, 
a sale may be arrangud to a iiai;er re* 
tailer. Theu conits his aunouncenient 
of a largo purchai*o from a well known 
manufacturer or importer, greatly be> 
low oost, and being content with a 
small profit they are to be sold below 
cost. 
Very often, therefore, these sales 
do not mean a loss to the retailer or to 
tbe importer, but usually to tiio maker 
of tbe goods, whether domestic or for­ 
eign. Of course, buyers from agents 
wiio mako up the goocis into garments 
or convert them into bleached, dyed or 
printed artieles euniiot well fall back 
upon tbe uiills.—Textile World.

Washington, April «.—The following 
are substantially iii« views of promi­ 
nent senators who think that It is In­ 
expedient al this llms to acknowledge 
the Independence of Cuba: 
**The rec­ 
ognition of the independence of a new 
government Is the recognition of a fact, 
not an expression of sympathy. 
As 
General Grant said the question Is one 
not to be decided by sympathy for or 
prejudice against either party. During 
the war of the rebellion the Southern 
Confederacy may be said to have had 
a completely organised form of gavern- 
ment—a president, 
congress, 
states 
with separate autonomy, civil la%v ad­ 
ministered by courts—yet this govern­ 
ment protested with the utmoKi vigor 
against the right of other nations to 
recognise K as a separate and Inde­ 
pendent nation, and successfully. 


“No one will pretend to say that the 
status of the republic of Cuba has ever 
approached anything like the condition 
of perfection in the way of government 
that the Southern Confederacy attained. 
No United States consul or consular 
agent has ever come In public contact 
with a single member of this govern­ 
ment. It bus not as a matter of fact 
controlled the Island of Culm. It does 
nut possess authority In a single city 
of any importance. It has no st»aport 
nor a ship. It lacks the possesHiun of 
almost every element that Is necessary 
to constitute an Independent slate: It 
lacks the vital essential of an Inde* 
pendent sta te , that of Independence. 
General Jackson refused to recognise 
the Independence of Texas so lung as 
there was a doubt of such recunquest 
liy Mexico, although the Mexican forces 
had entirely withdrawn from Us ter­ 
ritory.*’ 


That Is the argument against rec­ 
ognition. As to %vhat should be done, 
these senators believe In intervention to 
drive Spain out of Cuba and then In 
the policy of holding* the Island until 
some stable sort of government by Its 
own people can be established.

OrlolT, part author of Catherine’s 
greatness aud raised by her to the stops 
of the tbroue, for whom she struck 
medals, raised triumphal arches and 
detliciited palaces **par I’amitio recon* 
naissante,’’ to whom she offered secret 
marriage and whom iu another caprice 
she banished—Count Gregory, being re­ 
instated in favor, offered bis imperial 
mistress two tokens of reconciliation, 
the St. Petersburg arsenal aud the Or- 
loff diamond.—Neith Boyce in Lippiu- 
cott’s.
